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Local Bidder 
Winner Again 
On Reservoir 


Harvey H. Steinberger was tue low 
bidder on the contract for con¬ 
struction of the new city reservoir 
on Mira Monte avenue when the city 
trustees opened the bids last night, 
lne bids were as follows: 

Harvey H. Steinberger _$13,925.00 

James A. Monroe . 15,259.00 

H. M. Hanawait . 17,050.00 

The bids were referred to City En¬ 
gineer Gierlich lor examination and 
report. 

Resignation of N. W. Tarr and 
E. O. Burbank as members of tiie 
park commission were received by 
the trustees. The letter signed by 
both commissioners said they had 
accepted appointment under the be¬ 
lief that they were to see to the car¬ 
rying out of a definite and accepted 
plan oi park development. Now they 
find themselves called upon to make 
frequent decisions as to planting pol¬ 
icies in the park, a matter in winch 
they do not profess to be experts. 

Trustee Porter moved to lay the 
resignations on the table to be taken 
up tor later consideration. He ex¬ 
plained that he hoped both men 
might be persuaded to remain on the 
commission and the other trustees 
concurred in this wish. 

Park Plan Intact 

Jessie M. Ward appeared before 
tiie board to protest against modifi¬ 
cation of the park plans prepared by 
her in open competition, adopted by 
the park commissioners and official¬ 
ly approved by the city trustees. 
She took the position that she would 
be held responsible for the good or 
bad appearance of the park as fin¬ 
ally developed and objected to the 
plans being modified by any official 
who happened to take a notion to do 
something different. 

Trustee Topping said he under¬ 
stood some changes had been plan¬ 
ned because the bond funds for the 
original park improvement had been 
exhausted and future developments 
must be made out of current reve¬ 
nues. Miss Ward reptfed that the 
suggested changes would cost more 
instead of less than her plan. Chair¬ 
man Sparks and other members of 
the board disavowed any knowledge 
of attempts to tamper with the 
original plans in any essential par¬ 
ticular, and City Engineer Gierlich 
introduced plans for a sprinkler sys¬ 
tem which he said conform very 
closely to the original. 

City Attorney Baker advised that 
no change from the accepted plans 
could be made without formal action 
on the part of the trustees after 
recommendation of the park commis¬ 
sion. No suggestion had come from 
the commission as to any change. 

An ordinance was adopted order¬ 
ing the issuance of the bonds for 
putting into effect the Canyon Park 
Improvement project. 

The trustees took up the com¬ 
munication of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce on the matter of restoring car 
stops at Auburn and Park avenues, 
which were discontinued during the 
power shortage. The board voted 
as its opinion that the stops should 
be restored by the Pacific Electric. 

Trustee Topping was appointed a 
committee of one to keep in touch 
with the investigations of the forest 
fire policies on the part of federal 
and county authorities and see to 
what extent the interests of the city 
can be safeguarded.

Those who propose th e nevl’ Cali- 
! fornia tax ignore this very impor- 
; tant economic principle. In Califor¬ 
nia there is one motor-car to every 
3.5 or -1 people in the state. Under 
this new proposal between 25 per 
cent and 30 per cent of the people 
would pay for improvements of ob¬ 
vious benefit to all the rest of the 
people, who pay nothing. Good 
roads inevitably benefit all—they in¬ 
crease business in towns, they en¬ 
hance property values in the coun¬ 
try or wherever they pass. 

For example, a man may own in¬ 
accessible property worth fifty dol¬ 
lars an acre. A new state highway 
passes through and the land becomes 
worth, possibly, one hundred dollars 
or more per acre. Yet under this 
proposed way of financing highway 
| construction—a new way in Califor¬ 
nia and a departure from the policy 
which created the present splendid 
highway system—the fortunate prop¬ 
erty owner pays nothing for the 
highway beyond, perhaps, ten or 
twenty dollars a year if he happens 
to own a motor-car. 

In California there are no direct 
state taxes on individuals, other than 
motor-vehicle taxes, the revenues of 
the state being principally derived 
from taxes on public and private 
corporations. Under the proposals
